Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Yane  and  Gentlemen, 

I l)e<i'  to  pie.senl  my  Annual  Report  tor  the  year  19o-‘). 

Durino'  the  year  further  progress  was  made  with 
schemes  which  will  imi)i'ove  pub^lic  health  conditions  in  your 
area.  The  new  scheme  of  supply  of  water  to  the  villages  of 
.Cockfield,  Hilton  and  Wackerfield  was  completed,  and  work 
on  the  new  sewage  works  for  Middleton-in-TeeSdale  was  com- 
menced. I hope  that  something  will  be  done  in  the  near  future 
for  the  parishes  of  Eggleston  and  Bildershaw  which  are  still 
without  an  adequate  water  supi)ly. 

There  was  an  increase  of  34  in  the  number  of  houses 
comiilete(](  and  occupied  compared  with  the  previous  year  (34 
in  1932  and  88  in  1933)  but  there  is  still  an  urgent  need  for 
more. 

The  vital  statistic's'  are  again  satisfactory.  There  was 
an  increase  of  31  in  the  total  number  of  live-births  and  a 
further  faill  in  the  number  of  deaths  (219  in  1932  and,  197  in 
1933).  This  latter  figure  is  particularly  Satisfactory  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  total  poj)ulation  is  estimated  to  have  in- 
creased by,  430  coui])ared  v ith  the  previous  year.  There  were 
only  4 infant  deaths  compared  with  G in  1932  and  9 in  1930 
and  1931.  Finally  there  was'  a very  marked  decline  in  the 
incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  there  being  only  3 confirmed  cases 
compared  with  -IT  in  the  ])revious  year. 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  Council  and  to  my  fellow 
officials  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  matters*  relating  to 
m,y  de])artment.

Under  Section  25  of  the  Xational  Health  Service  Act, 
194G,  the  provision  ot  a TTonie  Xursino-  Service  became  the 
res'|)onsibilit\-  (»t  the  Lo(  ;d  lleaHli  Authorities  as  trom  (he  5Ui 
July,  1948.  By  an  ac-reement  concluded  by  the  Durham  County 
Nursing  Association,  the  Durham  County  Council  have 


delen-uted  this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association, 
which  now'  operates  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  This  arrangement  has  nece.ssitated 
the  integration  and  co-oidination  hy  the  County  Xursing 
Association  of  the  services  formerly  provided  hy  individual 
district  nursing  associations  and  the  transfer  of  administration 
to  the  County  Association. 

The  arrangmuents  wdierehy  the  domiciliary  midwife 
service  in  certain  areas  of  the  County  was  provided  on  an 
agency  basis  by  district  nursing  associations  are  continued 
under  Section  28  of  the  Xational  Health  Service  Act,  194f),  with 
the  Coimty  Nursing  Association  acting  as  the  agent. 

Both  services  are  now  available  free  of  charge. 

In  this  area  the  following  districts  are  served  by 
resident  nurses  who  provide  general,  midwifery  and  maternity 
nursing  services  in  their  districts,  viz : — Butterkuowle,  Cock- 
field,  Evenwood  and  Kamshaw,  Middleton-in-Teesdale,  Stain- 
droj),  and  (iainford.  In  the  case  of  Eggleston,  services  are 
provided  by  the  North  Biding  of  A'orkshiie  Connty  Nursing 
As'sociation. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Centres  administered  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  are  held  at  Butterknowle,  Cockfield,  Middle- 
ton-in-Teesdale,  Staindroii,  and  Witton  Park.  Temporary 
School  Clinics  are  provided  at  Evenwood  C.E.  School  and 
flutterknowle  (.'ounty  School.  Weekly  sessions,  attended  by 
an  Acting  School  Nurse,  are  held  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  sent  to  one  of  the  hospitals  controlled  by  the  South-AVest 
Durham  Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  Marwood 
Hospital,  situated  in  this  area  and  formerly  administered  by 
the  Auckland,  Shildon  and  AAullington  Joint  Hospital  Board, 
has  now'  been  taken  over  as  a private  residence.  There  are 
no  other  hospitals  in  the  districd,. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  AVATEB.  vSu])])lies  from  the  Tees  Abdley  AA^atei-  Board 
were  satisfactory , both  as  legards  (luality  and  (piantity. 

In  Se])tember,  com])laiuts  were  received  about  the  iiu.al- 
it\-  of  the  water  su])])lied  h\  the  Durham  Count\  AA^ater  Board. 
The  a rea  of  supply  compii.ses  the  districts  of  Butterkuowle, 
Kveiiwood,  Bamshaw  , Toft  Hill  and  Etherley,  and  samitles  of 
water  taken  in  these,  di.Mi  icts  fcsr  bacteriological  examination 
were  found  to  be  unsatisl actory . I’urther  samples  were  taken 


at  Ireciiient  intervals  and  allhoTij^li  by  the  end  of  the  year  the^re 
Avas  an  inii)rovenient  in  the  decree  of  parity,  it  could  not  he 
s'aid  that  the  supplies  were  free  from  suspicion. 

Towards  the  end  of  ( )ctoher,  notices  were  i^*sued  both 
in  the  Press  and  by  handbills,  advis'in"'  residents  in  the  area 
sup])lied  by  the  lloai'd  to  boil  water  before  use  for  drinkiup- 
purposes. 

Amoug-st  the  pos"sible  caui^es  for  these  conditions  sug'- 
gested  by  the  Engineers  to  the  Board  are  the  uncovered  sidi- 
sidiaiy  leseivoiis  s'till  in  use  and  which  are  liable  to  con- 
tamination from  bird  dropping’s  or  from  dust  carried  fi'om  a 
distance.  ( )ne  of  these  o])eii  s'toi-ag-e  reservoirs  is  situated 
at  Toft  Hill  and  this  has  now  been  put  out  of  use.  A new 
coA-eied  reservoir  is  undei-  construction. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  foUoAV- 
iug'  water  supijlies  controlled  by  the  ( 'ouncil : — Stainton,  Cock- 
field,  Woodland,  Aewbig'g'in  and  Middleton-in-Teesdale.  In 
the  ca.se  of  Stainton,  Cockfiehl  and  Woodland,  the  reports 
received  were  satisfactory.

Tliis  .s'up])ly  is  collected  from  a.  disused 
lead-mine  drift 'and  althongh  the  A\ater  from  this  so\irce  is-  en- 
closed, there  is  a likelihood  of  some  jiercolation  of  surface  water 
through  the  roof  of  the  gallerv,  particularly  near  the  entrance. 
The  SurA-e.A'or  has  projiosed  running  a concrete  pipe  further 
U])  the  drift  for  a distance  of  about  20  yards  to  eliminate  this 
liossible  source  of  contamination.  The  projiosal  Avas  ado])ted 
by  the  Council.

A .scheme  for  uu^iueiifirjn’  the  AVoodlaud  lUid  Copley 
water  sui>ply  hy  hainessiiio-  the  spiiiio-  north  of  IiViiesa(dv 
Vicarage  was  abandoned  later  in  the  year  owiny  to  the  prob- 
lability  of  leaka<>-e  of  the  su])])ly  into,  old  colliery  workings  a.ud 
to  i)os.sible  further  loss  from  mining  s\ibsidence  in  the 
future.  It  was,  •‘’'fated  that  the  cost  of  preventing  this  woidd 
be  prohibitive. 

The  Siirveyor  was  instructed  to  investigate  the  ])ossi- 
bility  of  augmenting  the  Woodland  and  Copley  water  supply 
fi'oni  the  (.'ockfield  Water  TTudertaking. 

CoCKFIELI),  ITilTON  AND  AVaCKKEFIELD. 

It  was' reixnted  in  Xovember  th.at  the  w hole  of  the  work 
in  connection  with  the  new  scheme  of  su])])ly  for  these  villages 
was  now  coinj)leted. 

EtiCiI.E.STON. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  need  of  a satisfactory  water  .snipply 
for  this  j)arish,  the  Surveyor  submitted  to  the  Council  a t)ro- 
juKsal  for  the  use  of  nine  springs  situated  on  Eggleston  Com- 
mon on  the  east  side  of  the  Main  Stanhope  road,  for  the  pro- 
vi.sion  of  a satisfactory  gravitational  supply  to  the  jiarish. 
Later  the  number  of  springs  was  reduced  to  Seven  owing  to 
the  failure  of  two  of  the  springs. 

In  September,  19b2,  Mes.s'rs.  Balfour  A Sons.  Consult- 
ing Engineers  to  the  Council,  reported  adversely  on  the  ])ro- 
posed  u.se  of  these  springs',  their  ob.iections  being  based  main- 
ly on  geological  groumls,  but  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the 
need,  the  Ccuncil  has  iTisi.sfed  on  the  scheme  going  forward. 

It  must  be  noted  that  in  a report  on  the  analysis  of 
samples  taken  from  these  sj^rings,  it  was  stated  by  the 
Count.v’s  Public  Health  Laboratories  that  the  “bacterial 
(juality  is  not  in  all  cases  of  the  high  standard  .aipu-opriate  to 
a public  ,su])ply,”  and  that  although  by  adequate  impounding, 
this  slight  contamination  (bv  animals  a.nd  birds)  might  be 
eliminated,  “jirovisioji  for  aj)plying  an  efficient  system  of 
(dilorination  is  advi-salvle. ’’ 

At  the  ])resent  time  the  scheme  is  still  under  considei'a- 
lion  bv  the  Ministries  concerned.

In  Xovember,  the  Council  was  informed  by  the  Clerk' 
to  the  Durham  County  AA’^ater  Board  that  the  work  on  the 
scheme  foi'  this  area  would  commence  about  the  middle  of  the 
followiiig  month.

Diuing'  the  year  further  complaints  were  received  of 
grit  nuis'ances  occurring  in  or  near  houses  situated  near 
Messrs.  Sadler  A Co.’s  Coke  Ovens  at  Evenwood. 

In  Tune,  the  Regional  Enel  Engineer,  Ministry  of  Enel 
and  Powei',  was  approached  with  a view  to  a meeting  being 
arranged  to  dis"cu.ss  the  difficulties  of  this  ju'oblem.  Thi.^ 
meeting  was  held  in  October  at  the  office  of  the  Manager  of 
the  TYorks.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Regional  Enel  Engineer, 
Mesisrs.  Sadler  A Co.  had  co-operated  to  the  best  of  their  ability 
in  matters  of  fuel  efhciency  and  in  connection  with  the 
troubles'  arising  on  smoke  and  grit  emission.  He  suogested 
that  the  Council  might  -approach  the  Teesside  Smoke  Abate- 
ment Committee  who  were  able  to  offer  so-iind  advice  on  these 
maffeTS,  and  that  deposit  gauges  s'hould  be  placed  in  the  vic- 
inity of  the  works  in  ordei'  that  the  amount  of  grit  emission 
might  be  measured. 

The  ('onncil  agreed  to  appoint  a rejtres'entalive  lo 
attend  meetings  of  the  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  they 
also  decided  to  purchase  two  de])osit  gauges  to  be  jdaced  in 
suitable  positions’'  neai'  the  works.

])aiiy.  Separate  s'auijjles  were  taken  ot  milk  tiom  the  individual 
sources  und  in  two  cases  tests  showed  a positive  bioloo-ical  re- 
action. The  matter  is  still  under  investio-ation.  In  the  second 
case,  the  'letailer,  who  was  also  a ])ro(hicer,  had  been  imr- 
chasino-  an  additional  supply  trom  .another  retailer  whose  sup_ 
l)ly  was  normally  sent  tor  i)as'te\irisation.  His  own  herd  has 
been  tested  for  brucella  l)ut  there  was  no  history  of  abortion 
in  the  herd. 

In  all  the  .above  case.s^  methylene  bine  tests  were  made 
for  keepino'  qxiality  and  three  of  the  samples  were  fo\ind  to 
be  unsatisfactory .

Althoup’h  improvements  on  recommendations  made  by 
the  Sanitary  luSiiectors  have  .already  been  carried  ont  in  cer- 
tain cases,  there  are  still  instances  where  the  conditions  in 
which  meat  is  prepared  and  made  up  for  sale  to  the  public  are 
not  too  satisfactory.  1 hope  that  during-  the  present  year  , 
(1934)  further  inspections  of  butchers'  premises  will  be  made 
and  improvements  carried  out  where  necessary. 

Food  Boisoning  Outbreaks. 

Two  cases  were  notified  under  the  Food  and  Drnys  Act. 
1938,  dnrinp>  the  year.  The  sus])ected  food  was  a tin  of  meat 
( y Australian  Tinned  Toupne)  pnia  based  in  the  district.  The 
s'\  nii)ionis  occurred  in  .a  husband  and  wife*  both  aped  ')9  .\  ears, 
resi(liup  in  Ilamsterley.  In  both  cases  sym])tonis  compiained 
of  were  indefinite  exce])t  that  the  husband  Suffered  from  some 
voinitinp.  The  sym])toms  occurred  between  fi — 12  hours  aftei- 
partakinp  of  the  food.  Xo  more  tins  of  this  meat  were  heh! 
in  stock  by  the  retailer.  There  wa.s  a certain  amount  of  fat 
remaininp  in  the  sus])ected  tin  and  this  was  sent  to  the  labor- 
atory for  exam  illa  tion  with  nep-ative  results.  In  view  of  the 
indefinite  evidence,  I consider  these  cases  were  not  confirmed 
.as  cases'  of  food  ])oisoninp.

Tlieie  is  a centralised  Slau<ihter  llons'e,  situated  in 
llarnard  Castle  and  serviii}^'  tliree  districts,  viz.,  llariKud 
Castle  Cidan  and  Rural  j)istricts’,  and  Slartfoilli  itural 
District. 

Meat  inspections  uire  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  enijdoyed  by  the  Ibunard  Castle  Urban  District 
Council,  holiday  and  sicd^ness  duty  l)einn-  undertaken  by  the 
two  Sanitary  lns])ectors  ot  the  Baiiiard  Castle  llHiivd  District 
Council.  All  three  otticers  hold  the  Me^at  and  Food  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.

UIPimiEUlA  IMMUNISATION. 

There  was  a .sliu-ht  lall  in,  the  number  of  children  under 
lb  wlu)  ivceived  a ])iiniarv  course  ot  inimuuisation  durino’  the 
vear  (257  in  19b2)  thouf^h  the  nninber  immunised  in  the  older 
au'e  o-rouj)  (b-14  years)  increas'ed  somewhat. 

Although  the  i'esi)ouse  to  immunisation  may  still  be 
considered  satisfactory,  I find  that  in  some  cases  parents  are 
delaying-  makin<>'  the  necessary-  air,anf>emenl.s  with  their  doc- 
tors so  that  the  child  does'  not  receive  the  necessary  })rotectioii 
until  a later  a<*e  than  is  advisable.  A small  proportion  of 
iwrents  lefuse  to  have  their  children  inoculated  at  all,  the 
us'ual  reason  o'iven  is  that  the  father  does  not-  believe  in  it. 

Facilities  for  immiinisaf ion  were  provided  as  in  previ- 
ous years  at  the  County  Welfare  Clinics  for  children  under  b 
years  and  by  private  practitioners  for  ( hildren  of  any  a^-e.

I am  pleased  to  re})ort  that  there  were  no  ca-ses  of  diph- 
theria notified  in  the  district. 

There  was  a very  considerable  fall  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  (b  confirmed  cases'  compared  with  37 
for  the  previous  year  and  32  in  19bl).  It  was  neces'sary  to 
admit  only  one  of  these  to  hospital  owing-  to  isolation  difficul- 
ties at  home.  Instructional  leaflets  were  sent  out  by  ])ost  to 
the  families  of  cases  nursed  at  home  and,  whenever  possible, 
visits  were  paid  to  ens'ure  that  ade([iiate  isolation  was  carried 
out.  The  notification  rate  was*  0.:12  per  1,000  pojnda-tion  com- 
paied  with  a rate  of  1.3>9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  incidence  of  measles  continued  to  be  high.  In  the 
early  j)art  of  the  year  the  main  incidence  was  at  Staindroj) 
and  South  Cleatlam.  In  May  and  Tune  there  were  a number 
of  cases  in  the  Cockfield  area.  The  notification  rate  was  11. (iO 
])er  1,000  ]K)])ulation  compared  with  a rate  of  12.01  for  the 
])revious'  yeai'  and  a rate  of  12.30  for  England  and  Wales, 


There  was  au  increase  iu  the  incidence  of  Avhooping 
cone'll  (4d  cases  conn)are(l  with  ‘^4  in  Tlie  notification 

rate  for  whoo])ino'  con^^h  was  :2.ol  compared  with  a rate  of 
d.-')8  for  Knjiland  and  Wiale-s.

One 
was  a youno-  man  aped  28  years  liviup  in  a, a isolated  farm  in 
llarwood-in-Teesdale.  lie  w.as  admitted  to  hospital  on  4th 
Septeinher  hut  he  died  on  the  fotlowinp  day. 

The  other  cas'e  was  also  a younp-  man  aped  27  years 
livinp  fiiu  JLVewhippiii-in-Teesdale.  iSo  (sipius  of  paralysis 
dcYeloped.  He  w.as' admitted  to  the  ( 'hester-le-Street  Isolation 
Hospital  and  I am  pleaseil  to  report  that  he  suhseqiieutly 
made  a pood  recovery.
